Hints for Buying China, 
There are three points which 


the shopper’ may well bear in mind 
in choosing china and glassware. 


Buy from “open. stock” patterng, |. 


so that broken or damaged pieces 
may be replaced in seuarate pur-

In choosing » elassware, take 
special note of the contour. In} 
tumblers and goblets the great 
danger of chipping lies in the rim. 


To minimize this danger some 


glasses are re-enforced by re- 
fusing and doubling the rim over; 
other glasses are 80 shaved that 
the top is tapered,in from the 
larger diameter. in the middle of 
the glass, ‘thus protecting the 
delicate rim from many of the im- 
pacts which lead to chipping. 


In china, too, the wreatest }:
